Beating'n niaiiiac. aiHl Forcing: 
Iler^iiito a Cbinii Alive. 

A poor mud vronuui, fiilsoly believed to 
have hydrophobia, waa followed in the 
'BtreistB of St. Giovanni, at '.Teduccio, a 
town near 17ap1es, one day laat month, 
by a mob intoiit on killing her. Ea- 
peoiuUyoco iii:ui took up a big stone with 
both hands and threw it at har, The un- 
happy croaturo foil under the blotvs, 
rising only to fall ayain. The crowd waa 
inspired by the brutal fury so easily pro- 
pagatud in a mob when it boliovus itaelf 
justifibd in executing summary juatioo 
upon some miaer.-'.bla cruiUuro — a fury 
that ia only incensed at thu sight of blood. 
There waa actual rivalry aa to wlio thould 
give the luarderous final blow. Women 
threw stones, chairs, whatever came titat 
to hand. Strung.^^ young inen atruok at 
the poor maniac withi thiok Btiokdl Weak 
and dizzy with pain the.unfortunato crea- 
ture crawled along, her hair disheveled, 
her face covered with blood and dirt. In 
this state she reached thu house of a head 
policemaD, who atood rugiirding the scene 
with croaaed arms from the causeway, 
surrounded by hia aubordinatcs. 
, The mob now proceeded to bind her. 
In fact, a slip-knot was made in a ropn 
and paaaed around her iieciv, and aho was 
thus dragged along the yrcjuiid into a 
courtyard, her head striking the pave- 
meiit repeatedly. Then her feet were 
tied with another rope, and her hands 
with a thin string'. But the owner of the 
co"urtyard drove her out ugiiiii, upon 
which the mob faKtoued hrir t>y the rope 
around har neck to a ring ou a closed 
door, «nd by the rope around her foot to 
a post opposite. Kow ahe was safe, and 
tha mob began to mock her, having no 
longer any fear. At every movement nf 
her body the alip-knot tiglitened. Sumo 
one, rather mure iiuiuuMe than his fol- 
lows, relieved her of this rapa, on which 
she fell to the ^;round, striliiiig her head 
againatthe edge of the cauaeway, Fiuiilly, 
it entered the head of the chief police - 
man to send the mad one to the in.i;iiic 
asylum; and after an hour's delay thfre 
arrived one ol the wuuden boxe") used t>) 
tranapoi't the corpses. It was, of course, 
destitute of all that was iiaceaaary to 
transport a living, and above alt, a 
wounded parson. Into this box or ooflin 
the unhappy hinatio wao druijijed by the 
hair, the cover wiia placed over her, and 
ahe was carried off. while for some time 
wore heard dull thuds uf her limbs, 
BtruKgluig in deliriiiii, atriiiHij:; the aides 
of, the wooden box. The unhappy wo- 
^man had become ipeane because her hus- 
band, a mason, fell from a soaGfolding and 
was killed on the upot.

A Berlin cablegram of Saturday'a date 
saya: Tho gloomy hints thrown out by 
the Gorman Mitiiater for War in tho 
lloichat:ig yesterday wore meant to make 
and have a deep improaaion. Had they 
atuod alone thuy might have been ex- 
Lplaineii iby'tactidal oaiwee/^'Td'^day , h o w • 
ever, they were foUdwod ■ by:a 'declaration 
of the veteran Von Moltke, ultered with 
an etnphaaiB rarely used except s' giroat 
critical naomonta. 

The aceno in thu Jloiohatag waa atriking, 
Herr Von Windhorst, apuaking io iho 
name of tho Centre, had protested that 
hia followerg were patriots filled with de- 
votion, and though doclaring he thought 
tho Minister for War took too dark a vie\y 
of tho situation, had declared hia milling- 
neaa to give tho Army Bill fair coiiaidor- 
ation, when tho tdd .Field Marahal rose. 

Standing in the middle of tho Ilouao ho 
turned toward tho littlo ultramontane lead- 
er, while the Deputies crowded thickly 
around him, and holding li roll of paper 
in his hand, beiimi to speak. 

There was dead aileiico for a time, but 
oheora rang out when, referring to Franco, 
he said: "So long aa publio opinion 
there clamors with unvarying and stiff- 
necked bitternosH for the restitution nf 
tho provinces regained with ao much 
bloodshed, so long must Germany repeat 
that aho will shed her laat drop of blood 
in holding and defending her conquests. 

"Lot us not forgot," continued tho vet- 
eran, amid broathlesa excitement, "that 
the security— oven the oxiatenco — of great 
nations depends on thoir might; that, 
above all, the greatest reaourcoa for the 
whole aafety of (Jennany lio in tho oxcol- 
lenco of her army." 

The ISIinistorial crisis in Franco, com- 
ing at this moment, is naturally watched 
llfero with the' keenest interest. The ad- 
vent of Clemonceau to pc^wer jiiat now 
might have grave consoiiuynceo.

COAST FI8HEMIES. 

It ia atated that the discoTery of black 
cod on tho conats of British Columbia haa 
much iiitoreeted many of the fiahermon of 
Labrador and Newfoundland, and as the 
report has boeu confirmed by the dupart- 
ment of marine and fiaheries, a largo emi- 
gration of theae people to Britiah Colum- 
bia will take place next year. It would 
be a humane act for tho government to 
transport tho aurplua population of the 
outlying Uahing aottloments on the gulf, 
wlio aru always hovering on the brink of 
deatitution, to the now regior. of plenty. 
The Montreal Witnoaa says that under 
preaeut oiroumatancea these pooplu are 
often a harden on tho community, while 
ill Britiah Columbia they would be a 
Bourco of strength. Hundroda of the 
fiahernien of i^owfoundland are little 
better than the alav'oB of middle men, and 
every year a large number become de- 
pendent upon the government. It ia not 
thoae who have tho meana of removing 
tbemaelvea acroBB the continent, as they 
can not only earn a living but do moder- 
ately welf on tho Atlantic, but the poor, 
■who ahould be given the opportunity of- 
fered by the rich fiahing banks of the 
west.

The final exerciaea of the high school 
took place yoitorday afternoon. Ainungst 
the ladies and gendemsn preaeiit wore 
iMra. Mallandaiiie, ^irs, Sylvester, Mr.^. 
Savage, iVlra. D. W. Higgins, Mr.i. Calu 
well, Mi.'ia Moore, Mias Cameron, Mias 
Armstrong, Miss Gardiner, Hmi. J. Rob- 
s on, Mr. Pope, Buperiulendent of educa- 
tion, D;.W. Higgins, &L F.P.v>diairman 
board of tcusteos; trusteeg Heis't^rman, 
Walker, Milne and McMicking; and 
Messrs. Cluis. Moore, WII.hou, J m. K'Vyo, 
Capt llicka, W. j.\IoDuwell, Caldor and 
Rosa, Revs. Dr. iieid, Brenton, Fraier 
and McRae. 

Mr. Pope aaid that the junior division 
had been examined un the same subjecta 
as the Ecnior classes, and they had done, 
he waa happy to 8:13', exceedingly well. 
iMiaa Ann Spencer wiia declared to be head 
of the junior divisicMi, and was preaented 
with a adver modal by Mr. Muir. who 
urged upon boys and girls the necessity 
of not working to gain apriza, altogether, 
but to get a good souud education which 
waa what they wanted. 

Mr. Pape then observed that the pu- 
pils had been exiiiiiinod ou twonty-threo 
ditlcrent subjects, the marks obtainable 
being 2100. Five of the pupils had gained 
1,000 marks. Master Albert Haynea re- 
ceived a hiindsomo medal, Tho medala 
were pre.Mented by lliin. Jlr. Hobs'in who 
made some very i)leaaing roiiiarka aa ho 
gave the medala t> each aucceaaful com- 
petitor. 

Mr. Robson theu said that it waa es- 
oeedingly gratifying, to him at the closing 
exorcises, to see the improvement made. 

lie had not had the opportunity of at- 
tending last fiuimnor, bet tlu) way the 
boya and girla had advanced waa a source 
of groat comfort to him, his colleagues, 
and the suporiiitendnnt, who had, indeed, 
labored hard to bring the public sohoola up 
to a high standard. He favored tho oalab- 
lishment of a university. Tho high school 
afforded the highest standard of education 
in British Columbia, and he thonght the 
sooner a university was established tho bet- 
tor it would b(i, an tliiuij wuH now no time 
to lose. Ho did not think it ViocciHary to 
speak of tljo pumiiiahty of the jnipilH, n.s 
they woro now gottiui..; too oM not to know 
their duty in that ilirection. llu p!irlicul.-\r- 
ly referred to the coiiduid of tho boys and 
girla out of «chool . He was liappy to say 
that they had given general aatisfnotion to 
teachers by their conduct in school; bnt 
what he inteudod to impress upon their 
minds was that whatever bad they did whilo 
away from school would count against, not 
only themsBlresi bht the taaohers who in 
reality were not to blame In the matter. 
Iii'hav(^ yonrs('lv(;H at all tiinos, boya! ho 
said, SI) Hint tho Htniulard of the high school 
will bo r,\ised and peoplu will not have a 
chauco to say when advised to Roud their 
ehildu'U to the imhlu: si-hool that thoy 
would only bo going there to bocomo hood- 
luniH. Hrinipriis.std upon their minds the 
iiuportauee ol education, and spoke of 
Solomon having choaoii wisdom and knowl- 
edge in preference to riches biul power. IIo 
adviaod the pupils to do as Solomon hiul 
done, and riches would ooiUD to them an 
they had cmna to that wise man ol old. 
Kven if thoy kuiiv that by choo.siug -wis- 
dom and knowledge they could 
never obtain rielicH, what of tliat? 
T'hey were preparing tlnur luindH 
for a higher place in the presence of Oiio 
aliovo, Mere gold ia traali cnmpurcd 
with knowledge. Horo waa their only 
opportunity tn get cn and they should 
"make hay wliilatho sun shone. There 
is not a man or woman living who does 
not regret that ho or hlie had not learned 
more when thoy were younnor and had 
the opportuniU?* vjiioh the bigh school 



pupils now onjoy. -Mr. Robson obiupli- 
mented the principal and uia Baalsiaais on 

their auccoas and the manner in which 
they had discharged their labors, and trust- 
ed that the girls and boys would show their 
preceptors that they had their sympathy 
and would help them all in their power. 
The trustees were not forgotten in Mr. 
Robson'a excellent speech. He aaid that 
parents were only too ready to blame any- 
thing that went wrong on the trustees 
who had taken the load upon their shoul- 
ders without any remuneration for their 
labors. It was scarcely fair and be hoped 
that parents would take into considera- 
tion what he had aaid on the matter and 
show more interest in educational matters. 
(Applause.) 

Chairman Higgina said tho remarks of 
Mr. Robson concerning a provincial uni- 
versity tilled him with the hope that a 
soheme, to forward which he had devoted 
mueh time and attention, was about to 
be realized, Was he right in believing 
that Mr. Robson had foreshadowed the 
intentions of tho government? Ho hoped 
so. Ho had tried to extend the benahts 
of education in tho press, and had failed; 
in the school board, and had failed; in 
the'oouncil, and had failed. Now, that 
he was in the' legislature, he would try 
again, and waa determined tli&t he would 
not fail again. [Applause.] He addreased 
the pupila aa young men and women, and 
continued, that with thom rested the 
future of tho province. He had been 
greatly interested in the examination just 
at an end, and had noticed a marked im- 
provement in the soholara. The aupor- 
intandent,.the government, and the teach- 
ers woro warmly congratulated on the in- 
provement, and ho mentioned as a fact 
that during tho past eix months not a 
single well-sustained charge had been 
made against a teacher, and ouly one 
againat a pupil. He especially deaired to 
speak to the girls. A few days ago he 
road the life of Mias Evans (George 
Eliot.) Hor'a was not a lovely character — 
not a nature which ho should like any of the 
young women of his acquaintance to poa- 
aesa. But she waa a great woman, uever- 
theleaa. She had written some grand 
novels. Well, in her "Life" the ii repre- 
oented aa complaining that while she 
poasceaed the genius of a man, she was 
forced to Buffer tho slavery of a girl. 
What a iniatako ! No fomalo was neces- 
sarily a slave, A man had his sphere in 
life and a woman had hers. What was 
nobler than the aacred, soothing, 
strengthening influenoes of home life 
which a good woman knew so well how to 
exert 1 He agreed with a recent poet 
thai "The handjthat rocks tho cradle rules 
the world," and he had heard great men 
declare that they owed their success in 
life to the advice and example of their 
wives or mothera. He called on the boys 
and girls, of the high sohobi ito.l;niaintain 
the well-iBstablished reputation of the in- 
stitution. They had its character in their 
keeping. Those who were leaving the 
school for good and all were asked to bear 
in mind that as they acted before the 
world so would the grand principles of 
free education bo weighed in tho future, 
[Applauae.J 

Mr. A. Wilson horo addressed himself 
to 5Ir Muir. "He aaid,! am here to re- 
pel certain charges made by one of 
the speakers here this afternoon, 
Mr. Muir,;. did,, you ,. ever, since you 
became principal of this achool, hear of 
any direct chargea made againat any boy 
of thia school i" 

Mr. Muir ropked that he had not hoard 
of any serioua oharge being laid against 
any boy. He had heard about some 
trouble that a primary achool boy had 
had with.a Chinaman in the achool grounds 
but he believed that it had come to noth- 
ing. 

Mr. Wilson then charged that Mr. 
Il'jbaon had assailed the character of the 
high school boys. He had referred to 
them as hoodlums. (Applanssj) 

Mr. Robaon — I did not. 

Mr. WiUon — You insinuated aa muoh, 
and aa a man you ought to retract it. Mr. 
Wilson then referred to the practice of 
allowing pupila to eiitjr tho high achool 
by the back donr after ihey had attended 
private .schools and been privately coach- 
ed to excel the free school aoholara. He 
wondered the boya had u<^ risen in a 
body to repel Mr. Bobson's ohitrge. 

Mr. Robson replied that he had noth- 
ing toVetract. He had neither charged 
nor insinuated. He had morely called on 
the high achool boys to act as gentlemen 
and not aa huodluina. Mr. VVilaon's ac- 
cusation was grossly untrue. (Applause.) 

Trustees MeMioking, Heisterman and 
Hilne gave good advioe to the young pco - 
])le and urged upon them io return to their 
studies after tho holidays determined to get 
on. 

Mr. Muir theu gave his pupils some ex- 
cellent advice, and with tho national anthem 
ringing in their oars tho happy boys and 
girls departed for their homes.
